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1. By the end of Novembor 1947, after completion of the formal mass repatriation of 
Soviet citizena from Chive to the USSR, it will be informally ennounced that all 
remaining Soviet citizens in China will be given an opportunity by the end of 
this winter to register under new conditions far reputriation; but at that tine 
the Soviat Government will bear only half of the: coat of transportation to the 
UVESR. The new registration will be handled differently from the present 
programs Each Soviet citizen will ba informally advised to register for 
repatriation and will have no choica but to accept the offer. Thia procedure, 
Af carried out, will leave in China only those persons considered essential for 
Soviet activity. 


2. The now mass repatriation will taxe place sowetime in Yarch or April 1948 and will 
be followed by similar official offer: of ropatriation to Poles, Czecha, Yugoslava, 
_ Romanjans and citizens of other USSR artellite states now in China. In these 
groups, certein authorized persons will be advised to remain in China aud proba. !.. 
will be given the opportunity %o sever relations with their own country and become 
either Chinese citizens or stateless aubjeote. Only persons with extremely close 
relations with the USSR or with loca USSR setellice leaders will be permanently 
sxenpted from repatriation. 


3. Rogov, Directar of TASS, hag openly sxplained that icacow intends to retain in 
Chine only a small group of actual Soviet followers. Rogov, Yakshamin, and 
Leonoy of TASS and Wihsyev of the Moscow Naroduy Bank have stated that ‘foscow is 
preparing gradually “or the time when only a skeleton staff of official Soviet 
representatives will remain in China, principally for limited Consulate work. 

It is therefore imperative ta create conditions which will permit. thie ataff to 
carry on ite “duty” without the burdea of handling a mass of people who are not 
essential for U"SR aims. Soviet officiel responaibility in China will be limited 
t2 some insignificant official functions, and ths actual activity of the USSR in 
zaina will be directed along secret chonnels in which some important part will be 
assigned to those Soviet citizens and citizens of USSR satellite states in Thing 

‘no have been urged to remain in China. 


4. The preparation of auch conditions and the actual soieotion of sligible persons 
to remain in Chine are entruated to the Shanghai Torgpredatvo offices. The activities 
of this office will be inoreused by the unofficial participation of officiel] 
vepresentatives from Poland and other USSR satellite strtes. ote: ar) 
Ure Crogaman of the Czech Chamber of Commerce hes an office in the same building 
as the Moscow Nerodny Bank aud Torgpredstvo. )
